summary of crop prospects which reads 
as If written 
by agents of the bugar 
trust 
as was doubtless the case

the market or probably will 
be soon.

In this city was severely and properly 
scored 
by the Grand Jury In 
Us 
final 
report. 
Churges recklessly made were 
sifted; and the iesult was like the find- 
ing of tin co grains pf wheat In 
Grati-nno- 
's 
bushel 
of chaff 
you searched all 
day ere you found 
them nnd when you 
found 
them they were not worth thu 
search. 
The exposure of yellow methods Is the 
more vivid 
in that it is made without 
the nppenrance of heat or anger. 
The 
report contains 
no trace 
of partisan- 
ship or vlndlctlvencss. 
It simply holds 
up the voluble accusations of a public 
scold, comments upon them with calm 
scorn and dismisses them as so many 
Impertinences ought to be dismissed. 
Nothing could be more admirable than 
the tone of the Grand Jury; 
nothing 
could 
be more scathing tlinn Its 
con- 
clusions. 
Take some examples: 
The pioneer ol 
yellow Journalism, 
In an effort to get 
the notice of a disdainful 
public 
and 
to make trouble for appointees of Jlr. 
Dole, 
charged that the 
liquor-sellin- g 
resoits ut Watklkl were under the pro- 
tection of the police, 
doubtless 
for a 
consideration. 
Having examined this 
sensational 
canard 
the 
Grand 
Jury 
says: 
"We failed 
to llnd that police 
protection had been promised 
or' guar- 
anteed 
to these resorts 
although 
we 
made 
careful 
Inquiry." 
Again 
the yellow Journal had broad- 
ly hinted, that the police were getting 
illicit revenues from Iwllel. 
Says the 
Grand Jury: 
"No evidence 
whatsoever 
was obtained 
tending 
to 
accuse 
the 
Police Department 
of extorting or re- 
ceiving 
bribes 
or of abuse 
of their 
authority." 
The yellow 
Journal 
had 
made Its charge but It could not pro- 
duce one fact In substantiation 
of It. , 
The police were accused of profiting 
by seizures made In raids. 
The Grand 
Jury took the matter 
up and It says: 
"No 
reliable 
evidence 
wns 
presented 
to us to show thnt Illegal nets of this 
nature were committed by the police." 
Finally the Grand 
Jury

saffron parngiaph

publication: 
Every man who knows anything

Rvcry 
man

about the courts of Honolulu 
and the

has had a 
most limited acquaintance 
with them 
as with everything else Hawaiian 
was 
aware 
when 
he 
read the 
accusation 
that It wns 
false. 
The 
Grand 
Jury 
shows thnt the 
editor of the 
yellow 
Journal 
could 
not 
substantiate 
his 
charges nnd that the witnesses he sum 
moned testified against him. 
"Tho ar- 
ticle In question," says the Jury, "was 
evidently written without mature 
con- 
sideration 
or essential 
knowledge. 
We condomn such serious charges 
without evidence 
to support them." 
In 
this condemnation the Jury 
was 
an- 
ticipated by tho public which long ngo 
placed the yellow 
morning Journal 
In 
tho same category ns Its cxtlnot prede- 
cessor nnd prototype, the Volcnno. 
But enough of the newspaper 
castl-gntto- 
n. 
We now turn to the significant 
fact that the Grand Jury found the ad- 
ministrative

After a Bession ot sixteen days 
tho 
Grand Jury completed its work 
yester-du- 
y 
by bringing: 
Indictments 
against 
the proprietors of the Walklkl Inn and 
the Hawaiian 
Hotel Annex for selling 
liquor on Sundays. 
These were the on- 
ly new Indictments brought and hi Us 
report, reciting: 
the reasons for bringi- 
ng; the Indictments the Jury complete- 
ly exonerates 
the Police Department 
from any connivance In the Illegal traf- 
fic. 
Concerning- these Indictments also the 
Grand Jury says that as liberal treat- 
ment as possible should be extended to 
the proprietors 
of 
respectable 
hotels 
.and resorts. 
Finding however that un- 
der a strict Interpretation 
of the law 
the proprietors of the hotels have been 
guilty 
of Illegal 
acts the Grand Jury 
finds It necessary to bring Indictments. 
To the conditions at Iwllel the report 
devotes considerable space, saying; that 
while it Is deplorable that such places 
should exist, as society 
Is constituted 
at present they seem 
to be necessary 
evils and are under better control there 
Uian If allowed 
to scatter promiscuous- 
ly over the city. 
The condition of the Insane Asylum, 
the employment of minors in saloons, 
water 
front abuses, 
licenses of hack 
drivers and the sale of alcohol by drug- 
gists are among the other matters 
con- 
sidered by the report. 
It was shortly before noon yesterday 
that the Grand Jury finished Its labors 
and came into court to present its 
re- 
port. 
The trial of the native Kane was 
going: on and Judge SUllman was upon 
the bench, 
but he gave way to Judge 
Humphreys for a few moments to 
en- 
able him to receive the report and dis- 
charge 
tho Jurymen. 
Tho 
report was 
read by 
Foreman 
Spalding nnd with it were presented 
the two indictments 
against 
the Wal- 
klkl liquor sellers, tho last to be fotmo 
by the Jury. 
The report In full Is as follows:

SALE OF LIQUORS 
ON 
BUNDAYB 
BY 
THE 
HOTELS 
AND .RESORTS 
AT 
WAIKIKCT 
Wo nnd that two resorts at Walklkl ar 
operating 
under Bpeclal 
licenses from the 
Interior Department, 
a copy" of which ac. 
companies 
this 
report. 
These 
licenses 
were Issued by tho Minister 
of the 
Inte- 
rior with the concurrence 
of the 
Execu- 
tive Council of tho Republic, of 
Ilawull, 
under tho authority conferred 
upon him 
by the Act to Regulate the Sale ot Spir- 
ituous 
Liquors. 
It will 
bo noticed 
that 
the privilege 
Is given llconcecs ot selling 
liquors to guests and their friends, which 
certainly permits 
of a liberal 
Interpreta- 
tion. 
The subjoct ot sales on Sundays 
under 
these licenses was not considered 
by the 
Executive 
Council, 
such sale being 
sub- 
ject to the provisions 
of section 
25 of the 
aforesaid 
Act

Liquors, 
etc., viz.: 
"Any holder of a llcenso who shall sell 
or retail any spirituous 
liquor or permit

this section shall not apply 
to the ordl--

of Jlr. H. N. Almy, with

1500, 
to this Jury, was Investigated, 
the wit 
ness claiming a misunderstanding 
of his 
remarks, and testimony 
was to the effect 
that ho used the word "iiutlioritUs"

HOUSES OF PROSTITUTION 
AT 
IWILKI. 
Thero 
Is a colony of flvo buildings 
en- 
closed by a high board fence, located at 
the Ewa side of Iwllel, owned by a local 
company. 
Theso 
buildings 
contain 
225 
rooms nnd are at tho present 
tlmo occu- 
pied by H7 females, 
of 
which 
136 
are 
Japanese. 
Theso Inmates are all register- 
ed under 
tho Act to Mitigate, 
etc. 
The 
condition 
of tho premises 
and 
general 
management, 
which 
is conducted 
under 
tho supervision of the Pollco Department 
and tho Board of Health, 
Is as satisfac- 
tory as could be expected, 
provided 
thla 
bhameless 
vocntlou 
must 
be tolerated as 
a necessary 
evil. 
Tho location 
of tho place could not be 
improved upon, and tho evils of prostitu- 
tion are now probably 
largely 
confined to 
this locality 
Instead 
of being distributed 
about the city. 
evidence 
whatsoever was 
obtained 
tending 
to accuse 
the Pollco Department 
of extorting or receiving 
bribes 
or 
of 
abuse of their nuthorlty. 
Two other collections 
of buildings 
In- 
tended 
for prostitution purposes, are in 
course 
of erection 
at 
Iwllel 
containing 
about 
100 rooms each. 
We 
recommend 
that tho number 
of these 
Institutions 
be 
strictly 
limited. 
arrangement 
has 
been 
made 
by 
which the Hilary of a pollco ofllcer at $75 
per month 
Is to bo paid by the 
manage- 
ment of the above 
first named company. 
This 
Is of very 
questionable 
propriety, 
although 
tho practice prevails 
in 
Hono- 
lulu of allowing

police protection, 
to bear the expense themselves. 
We learn 
upon investigation 
that the full control, 
dismissal 
nnd actual payment 
of salary 
ofjsuch special officers Is In the handtr of 
the Police Department. 
Wo further recommend 
that the medi- 
cal examination 
required 
by the Act 
to 
Mitigate 
be made at Iwllel. 
EMPLOYMENT 
OF MINORS IN 
SA- 
LOONS. 
Wo find that minors aro so employed in 
Honolulu, 
and wo direct 
the 
of 
tlio Leglslatuio 
to tho subject. 
,Wo do not find that liquor Is being sold 
to minors In violation 
of the law. 
ILLEGAL 
APPROPRIATION 
OF 
AND VALUABLES 
SEIZED IN 
POLICE RAIDS. 
No reliable 
evidence 
presented 
to 
us to show that Illegal acts of this na 
ture wero committed 
by tho police. 
Tho ofllcer in charge of the squad 
mak- 
ing a raid personally 
takes charge 
of all 
moneys and turns them In to tho clerk at 
tho pollco station, by whom they are hold 
as evidence, 
nnd in caso of a conviction 
and forfeiture, 
such moneys 
nro 
turned 
Into a fund to bo used for detective 
pur- 
poses under 
tho control of the Sheriff. 
This 
custom 
teems 
to 
bo of somo 
and nlthaugh tho amounts seized 
on raids wero proven 
to bo comparative- 
ly Insignificant, 
wo recommend 
a 
more 
strict and 
businesslike 
accountability. 
INSANE 
ASYLUM, 
TERRITORIAL 
AND REFORM 
SCHOOL. 
Tho Jury 
In a committee 
of tho whole 
visited 
tho above 
mentioned 
Institutions. 
Tho Insane Asylum 
contains 
soma 
130 
Initiated, Hawaiian, 
Chinese 
and 
Pnrtti-gues- o a 
predominating, 
In the order nam- 
ed, 
with 
somo twenty Americana 
and 
Europeans. 
The Institution 
seems 
to 
bo conducted 
under an efficient and economical, 
man 
agement, 
nnd tho food and general treat 
ment of patients appears 
to bo satisfac- 
tory. 
We learn that an appropriation 
for new 
buildings 
was mado by the last Legisla- 
ture, none of which has been expended. 
Tho number 
of Inmates 
Is 
Increasing, 
nnd wo urgently recommend 
In behalf 'of 
Is 
these unfortunate wards of tho 
commu- 
nity that such amount as Is necessary 
be 
mado available) and expended as soon as 
possible: 
lBt. In the 
renovation 
of Ward 
No. '2, 
which Is In tho. last stages of decay; and 
2d. In the enlargement of tho Women's 
so that the Inmates 
can 'be better 
accommodated 
and separated Into classes. 
It was 
to this 'Jury that 
tho 
separation ot 
tho partially 
insano 
pa- 
tients, somo 
of whom gavo every 
of Intelligence 
recognition 
of 
visitors 
and ot their own surroundings, 
from tho more 
hopeless 
and deplorable 
nt 
cases, 
was 
necessary 
In order 
to effect 
a cure. 
Wo condemn 
the regulation 
providing 
for tho commitment 
of Insane persona an 
tho certificate 
ot one physician 
only, as 
In our opinion a board 
consisting 
of at 
leaBt three reputable physicians 
should 
le 
concur 
before 
tho magistrate signs 
the 
order 
to convict. 
In 
onlnlon 
also 
no vlsltlnrr 
nhvsl- - 
clan, however 
capable 
and conscientious, 
can satisfactorily attend to the require 
ments of this asylum, 
and we recommend 
mat a resident 
nhyslclan 
bo nnnolnted. 
who can dovoto hlB cntlro tlmo to the 
in- 
mates. 
Although 
tho attention of the Jury had 
not been especially 
called 
to the Terri 
torial 
prison and reformatorv school, wo 
paid them a 
vUlt nnd were 
pleas-- . 
vu nun mo 
omer, 
cleanliness 
and 
capable management which was evident.

We were formally 
requested 
to Investi- 
gate tho following statement made in' tlie 
Honolulu Republican 
of August 
12, 1900: ' 
"Every man who knows anything, nbout 
the courts of Honolulu 
In tho past knows' 
that favoritism 
has been open and 
noto- 
rious. 
A favored 
few could havc 
cases 
they were Interested 
In tried Immediately 
or postponed 
at their pleasure, 
as! 
they 
would demand. 
They cannot do this now 
and 
therefore 
the same 
cordial 
relations' 
do not exist 
between 
tho bar 
und 
the 
court as heretofore." 
, 
We wero asked 
to Investigate 
this mat- 
ter from 
the standpoint or grave public 
concern 
and 
not of 
private grievance. 
Considering 
that this came 
within 
our 
duties under the portion of Your Honor's 
charge 
which 
Instructed 
us 
to 
Investi- 
gate any condition 
which 
we may deem 
detrimental 
to the public good, 
we have 
proceeded, 
with 
the 
following 
result: 
The editor 
of the Honolulu 
Republican 
stated that 
this article waa 
written 
by 
himself, 
on 
his own responsibility, 
and 
was not dlctnted or Inspired by uny other 
person, 
nnd that 
lie 
Is not icstrlctcd or 
controlled 
In any way In his editorial 
du- 
ties. 
This 
Jury 
Invited 
testimony 
In 
proof 
of the 
charges 
under 
considera- 
tion, but the evidence of tho editor of the 
Honolulu 
Republican 
and 
nlso 
that 
of 
tho 
attorneys 
to whom 
ho referred 
tho 
Jury, did not substantiate the charse, and 
In fact the testimony 
of the latter was an 
endorsement 
nnd not a condemnation 
of 
the Integrity of tho Honolulu Judiciary. 
Tho article in question 
was 
evidently 
written without 
mature consideration 
or 
essential knowledge. 
Wo did not deem It necessary 
to 
sum- 
mon any other witnesses. 
While 
this Jury 
fully 
lecognlzes 
the 
freedom 
of tho press, 
we condemn 
such 
serious 
charges without cvidenco to sub- 
stantiate them. 
UNSUBSTANTIATED 
CHARGES 
AGAINST 
THE 
POLICE 
DE- 
PARTMENT. 
A person appeared 
before this Jury nnd 
handed 
In 
J0.10, 
which 
ho claimed

which, if established, 
would havo Incrim- 
inated members 
of the 
pollco 
force.

bonded in tho sum of $7M,000. 
This de- 
cision 
wns reached yesterday 
morning 
nt a special meeting- of tho directors 
nnd stockholders hold 
In tho Chamber 
of Commerce 
room at 
10 o'clock. 
Tho 
issue 
will cover a period ot ten years 
and will bo utilized only for Improve- 
ments to 
property which aro pro- 
posed to be permanent. 
Six 
hundred 
thousand dollars was tho amount orig 
inally drafted for the bonding' issue, but 
after considerable 
discussion 
on. 
tho 
subject 
the 
three-quart- er 
million 
amount was deemed 
tho wisest courao 
to pursue. The meeting- was opened by 
President 
iBenberg. 
Ho stated that by 
January 
1 there 
be a debt of 
1320,000. 
He said further that 
W75,0O 
had nlreiuly been used for 
Improve- 
ments and a credit of $162,000 was stll 
available 
for permanent 
works. 
De- 
ducting the latter amount from tho eo. 
tlnmtcd 
Indebtedness 
of 
$320,C09 
tbt 
company would still bo In debt on Jan- 
uary 
1 to tho extent 
of somewhere In 
the neighborhood of 
$170,000. 
Ho cited 
the report of 
manager of the plan- 
tation who had estimated that by 
1303 
the crop would

Hawaii's stock of gold coin Is grad 
ually being drained away, and unless 
some measures are taken whereby the 
constant shipping awny of bullion from 
the Islands 
Is taken there 
will result 
an embarrassing 
financial 
stringency 
throughout the Islands. Since July 10th 
there 
have 
been 
exports 
of 
gold 
amounting 
to J228.9S8.32, 
while the Im 
ports of gold during the same period 
have been practically 
nil. 
The principal cause or the constant 
drainage 
has been the rule 
of

United States Government that all cus 
toms 
and 
Internal 
revenue

Subsequently the negro 
hod assaulted 
the girl and Davis had 
him arrested 
for rape. 
When the girl 
was brought 
Into court 
to tell of the 
matter she related 
the treatment she

beaten

marks from a strap.

CONSTITUTIONAL 
POINT 


McClanahnn 
Claims 
Sale of 
Liquor 


Prohibited Until Legislature 
Meets. 


According to nn argument presented 
by E. B. McClanahnn In tho trial of the 
Hollister Drug Compnny 
for selling al- 
cohol 
to 
others 
than 
physicians, 
It 
would nppcnr that by net of Congress 
the sale of liquor throughout 
the Ter- 
ritory Is absolutely prohibited. 
Mr. McClanahnn said that by Section 
35 of the Organic Act It 
Is provided: 
"Nor shall spirituous 
or 
Intoxicating 
liquors be sold except under sucn regu- 
lations as the 
Territorial 
legislature 
shall provide." 
As yet no legislature 
has been summoned In Hawaii and con- 
sequently 
by the plain reading of the 
act the sale of spirituous liquors Is un- 
lawful In the Islands until the Legisla- 
ture meets and passes such a law. 
On the face of the law it would 
ap- 
pear that Mr. McClanahan 
Is entirely 
right In his contention, but as it is not 
to be supposed thnt Congress intended 
to prohibit 
the sale of liquor if the 
matter 
is taken Into the higher courts 
It will undoubtedly be decided that the 
old laws are In force until the Legisla- 
ture takes action. 
Mr. McClanahan 
moved for the dis- 
charge of the company on the ground 
that the Organic Act hnd repealed the 
section of the law under 
which the 
prosecution was brought, 
but 
Judge 
Wilcox decided that It was still In force 
and declined 
to discharge the company. 
Mr. McClanahan then 
moved 
for the 
discharge 
of 
the 
company 
on 
the 
ground that it had not been properly 
named 
In the complaint, being called 
Hollister 
& Company 
Instead 
of the 
Hollister Drug Company, 
and this 
mo- 
tion was granted. 
The firm 
of Benson, 
Smith 
& 
Com- 
pany was not so lucky. 
A. G. M. Rob- 
ertson appeared 
for It. 
Ho contended 
that the old 
license for the 
sale of 
methylated spirits now applied to alco- 
hol, for such was the plain Intent of 
Congress In passing the act repealing 
the olu law. 
George 
W. Smith 
appeared 
on the 
stand 
In behalf of his firm and stated 
that he had been accustomed ever since 
June 
14th to sell pure alcohol to any 
one who wished It. 
He added that the 
methylated spirits was really a poison 
and that It would be much better to bcII 
the pure article than that which had 
been rectified. 
The sale of methylated 
spirits, Mr. Smith stated, was scarcely 
known In the United States or Cannda. 
There Is no officer here now who can 
rectify alcohol, and Mr. Robertson 
con- 
tended that a drug firm 
could 
not be 
compelled 
to ttfke out a license as a 
rectifier. He referred to the statute al- 
lowing the sale of alcohol 
to physicians 
and to no other as unconstitutional, 
as 
a private Individual hnd as much right 
to purchase It as any physician, and It 
was an Infringement 
on his 
private 
rights to forbid It. 
Sheriff 
Brown 
for the 
prosecution 
held that the 
local law 
wns 
still 
In 
force and while It might work n hard- 
ship that had no effect 
on Its 
opera- 
tion. 
Wilcox held that there hnd been 
a clear violation of the law and found 
the company guilty nnd fined It $25. 
The case will 
be 
appealed and the 
matter will In all likelihood 
have to be 
decided by the Supreme Court before It 
Is allowed 
to rest, for If one 
firm 
Is 
guilty, all are In the same bont nnd the 
drug firms will fight It to the last ditch 
without doubt.

The times, places and manner 
of holding 
elections 
shall 
be as fixed by 
law, 
Tho person having 
the greatest number of votes shall be declared

Bhall have a seat In tho House ef Representatives, 
with tho right of 
de- 
bate, but not of voting." 
(Section 
$5, "An Act 'to Provldo a Government 
for the 
Territory of Hawaii.") 
Times, places and manner 
of holding elections 
to elect 
tho Hawatlnn 
delegato 
to the United States Congress 
shall be fixed by law. 
What law? 
Not the election 
laws, 
which 
aro only good for tho election of our local representatives 
In 
the 
local Legislature of tho Territory of Hawaii. 
It must 
then 
ho understood 
that 
tho law required 
by the above section cf the "Territorial 
Law of Hawaii" 
Is 
a 
law to bo passed and fixed by the first Lrgulature 
of tho Territory, to bo held on 
the third 
Wednesday 
In February next (HOI). 
Tho "Hawaiian" delegato 
to Congreie must bo first 
elected 
"by 
tho 
voters 
qualified 
to vote for the members 
of the House of Representatives of tho Legis- 
lature;" 
then, 
secondly, the election 
for such delegate must bo fixed by a law that 
Is to bo passed by the Legislature; and, thirdly, 
the person nt such election
